No Mau Was Behind May Fosburgh When She was Shot Case 


Outlined by Prosecuting Attorney, Will Attempt to 


Disprove Burglar Story by Circumstances 


Robert Stewart Fosburgb was put 


on trial at Eflsfield thlja nwwnlhg 
for the killing of his sister, May L. 
Fosbur h, on the morning of August 


20, 1900. The arraignment of the de- 
fendant yesterday afternoon and the 
arguments in regard' to the appear- 
ance of Lawyer Crosby left the case 
ready 'for the immediate selection of 
the jury and the begiimltig of the 
case toclay. The same evidence of 
promptness which inspired the begin- 
ning of the rase yesterday was mani- 
fest today and i* the trial proves a 
long one, it will be because of a great 
mass of cicurastantial evidence on ev- 
ery conceivaHe point in the defense's 
previous statements, which was indi- 
cated by District Attorney Hammond 
in his opening address. 


The morning session was occupied 


with three things—the selection of the 
jury, the opening address of Mr. Ham 
mond, and the visit to the scene of 
the crime by the jury. The putting In 
of evidence by the commonwealth was 
begun this afterno'on. 


The court room was filled, but the 


crowd came In slowly, so many of 
the public seats remained unoccupied 
till long after the doors were opened. 
The weather was not too hot to be 
comfortable wnen the electric fans in 
the court rSom were in operation. 


The speed with which the jury was 


chcsss. was noticeable. 
Each 
side 


used the two peremptory challenges 
allowed it, the defense early in the 
session, and the prosecution after the 
ju.y was almost Qlled. The prosecu- 
ti'on challenged two 
Adams men, 


James E. Cadagon and John J. Daly. 
There was some discussion between 
the lawyers and the court over the 
selection of N. B. Baker of Savoy, 
but he remained in

Pittsfleld man was questioned for the 
jury at all, and only one North Ad- 
ams man, John it. Hillard, is on the 
jury. Norman H. Sweet of Williams- 
town was the first man chosen. 


It took just about 25 minutes to 


chose the jury and District Attorney 
Hammond's (opening address occupied 
over an hour and a half. At 11.30 the 
jury left the court room to visit the 
scene of the crime.

MEET SENATE'S VIEWS 


'I* tbe OplBloa «f Lord Pauncefote, 


' Who tt*t»M to Have tb« Document 


Ready IB October—Closer Com- 


' merclal K«Iatt«aa With Canada 


London, July IS.—Lord Paoncefote, 


British ambassador to tbe United 
States, made the following statement 
last night to a representative of th« As- 
sociated Press: 
; "I am baring conferences with the 
Marquis of Lansdowim, sot only about 
(Nicaragua, but also wltb regard to balf 
a dozen treaties pending between Great 
{Britain and the United Stales. These 
i»w chiefly concerned with the West In- 
<Uan reciprocity arrangements." 


When asked if he thought there was 


•ny possibility of arriving at an agree- 
ment regarding the Nicaragua canal 
before congress reconvened, be replied: 


"Yes, I sincerely hope so. 
"We are 


BOW in the middle of the negotiations 
'Which, although they hare not yet 
reached any tangible result, show good 
promise. Naturally I may not disclose 
the details, bet I may say that when I 
return to the United States at the end 
of October, J hope to take with me a 
Nicaragua canal treaty that will meet 
the views of both President McKinley 
ncd the British cabinet. It goes with- 
out saying that tie president has made 
•himself cognizant of the opinions of the 
eeoate, and of the secretary of state. 


"$nei* in no use wasting time over 


treaties which the senate is likely to re- 
fuse. 
I molly believe tbe differences 


of opinion between tbe two nations are 
jcapable of settlement in aa agreement 
fair to both. If I could finish my la- 
bor* in the United States by accomplish- 
ing fbis end, I should indeed feel grati- 
fied. 
But, the only way this can l»e 


attained is step by step, with proposi- 
tion followed by counter proposition, 
wnd eventually a happy medium. It la 
eloV, but I Iiope it is sure. If I thought 
anything could be done before October, 
I VOUld return prior to that date, hot I 
do Hot believe that anything would be 
gained." 


• At this point Lord Fauncefote paid a 
warm tribute to the Americans. "They 
«re the most genial people on the face 
of tbe earth." he declared. 
"At the 


first grip of the hand they take you to 
their hearts. 3g long as you do not try 
to deal In an underhand way, and so 
long as yon do not try to assume su- 
perior airs, they treat yon as one of 
their own, and no one could say more 
than this." 


Reverting to the report that a ma- 


jority of the senate favored a neutral 
canal, Lord Pauncef ote said: "It would 
be good news if true, 
I happen to 


know that Mr. Hay consulted the senate, 
both the section snpposed to support 
him and the section credited with other 
motives. 1'ou may be sure that what- 
ever is agreed upon between the two 
governments will meet with the an- 
proval of the senate." 


When asked if the joint commission 


was likely to sit again in "Washington, 
he replied: 
"Yes, I think it will, al- 


though this will not occur until after 
my return. 
I do not agree with the 


opinions that the sessions already held 
have resulted in no good. 
The joint 


commission baa thrashed out many 
points of difference between Canada and 
the United States, although the inability 
to agree a* to the Alaska boundary and 
the sad death of Lord Herschel ap- 
peared, perhaps, to nnlify the commis- 
sion's labors. 


"I see that the Boston chamber of 


commerce has petitioned for reciprocity 
with Canada. This I regard aa a most 
hopeful sign. 
It will be one of my 


alms when I return to tbe United States 
to foster this desire far a closer com- 
mercial relationship between tbe Do- 
minion and the United States. I know 
•11 tbe difficulties standing in the way, 
bat I cannot help thinking that some ar- 
rangement which will be to the inntual 
advantage of the two countries is feasi- 
ble. 


"I should hope to Include Newfound- 


land, making its interests identical with 
those of Canada, altbeagh ao far as 
Newfoundland i« concerned it Is all a 
question of fish, and the Gloucester flsh- 
arata do »9t always s«e things in just 
the same light as do the people of Jtew- 
fonndland. 


"In spite of the attitude of Canada 


/toward Newfoundland, and in spite of 
|t!ie trade difficulties of both Canada and 
gfewfoQBdUMd in dealing with the 
waited States, I by no means despair 
of effecting some sort of reciprocity 
jaehtrne, which, wb«n tbe Nicaragua

She Therefore Withdraws Bequest 
For laoreaaed Indemnity—Manchu- 


"rlaa Qaestloa Under Consideration 


Washington. July IS.—In a spirit 


which has aroused the keenest admira- 
tion of the state department, the Jap- 
anese government has met the difficulty 
growing out of tile preference of her 
request for an Increase of her indem- 
nity by withdrawing that request 


The result Is a substantial loss to 


Japan. 
She asked originally for $23,- 


000,000. 
This figure was more mod- 


erate than any of the powers which 
played any prominent part in the Chi- 
nese campaign, and represented 
the 


barest expense 
of the undertaking. 


It was fixed upon the idea that payment 
was to be uade In cash by China. Con- 
fronted with tbe bond payment, the Jap- 
anese government asked that her allot- 
ment be Increased to $27,000,000 in 
bonds, to make good the loss she would 
suffer through the sale of the bonds. 


As soon as some of tbe other nations 


found that the allotment, as originally 
flied, was In danger of being disturbed, 
they came in witb increased demands, 
and thus it is that Japan, finding that 
Insistence upon her demand 
would 


blockade the negotiations at this phase, 
has withdrawn her request for the pres- 
ent at least It is safe to assume that 
the United States government will do 
what it can to secure compensattdn for 
Japan in some other way in the future. 


It is understood to be the desire of 


some of the great powers that the dis- 
position of Manchuria should go before 
the ministers at Pekin, and be finally de- 
termined by a Joint agreement among 
the powers. 
Although no definite step 


has been taken in that direction, it is 
being discussed by foreign representa- 
Ives at Washington, who fully expect 
that the plan will be adopted., 


Russia, it is expected, will be reluctant 


to agree to It 
Attention has been di- 


rected to the matter by reports that Rus- 
sia had resumed direct negotiations with 
China concerning Manchuria, and also 
by Tuesday's cablegram, stating that a 
Russian proclamation waa about to be 
Issued, establishing Ncu Chwang-as a 
Russian port 


It is pointed out in official diplomatic 


quarters that Neu Chwang Is a treaty 
port, and as such is open to the com- 
merce of the world under the existing 
tariff regulations witb China, and for- 
eign merchants have the right to trade 
and to conduct, establishments there. 
These rights of" trade could not be di- 
vested, in the opinion of diplomatic 
officials, by a Russian proclamation, 
unless the powers had previously given 
assent 
Thus far, however, there has 


been no request from Russia or China 
for any change Itt'the status of Neu 
Cbwaug as one jof the treaty ports.

Her constant companion was a young

The 
two women attracted attention on the 
ship because of the expensive gowns 
they wore. 


Another thing that attracted atten- 


tion to Mrs. Allien was a long sealskin 
sack which she wore whenever she 
appeared on deck. She spoke to none 
of the other passengers, though she 
was personally known to some of them. 


When the Deutschland arrived at tbe 


pier in Hoboken, Pierre Lorillard met 
his father. But Albert S. Barnes, a 
brother of Mis.

THROUGH J9IAGARA RAPIDS. 


Grannm'a Onn Story of Hi» Fifth 


Vil'ff la a Barrel. 


Carlisle D. Graham, who has just 


safely passed through the Whirlpool 
rapids of Niagara In a barrel for the 
fifth time, is 01 years eld. lie admitted 
that he was In uo fit condition to make 
the trip and said to a New York Press 
reporter the other night: 


"I had about given up hope of reach- 


ing the whirlpool alive wbeu I realized 
that I was being held in tbe eddy so 
long that 13 minutes was like hours to 
me. The temperature in that barrel, 
which had been standing in the sun all 
day, could not have been below 105, 
and after I had been in it a few min- 
utes I was forced to remove tbe cork 
from the peephole in order to breathe. 
I knew the water would come in, but 
felt that it would help to revive me. 
Truly, in all my experience, it was the 
nearest I ever came to losing my nerve. 


"When I reaciied the whirlpool, I felt 


that the barrel was In smooth water 
again. However, when I was picked 
up by the current on my first trip 
around that natural 'water wheel,' I 
thought I had started down the lower 
rapids toward Lewiston and braced 
myself for a wild time. 


"That barrel is the same one In which 


I went through the rapids on my last 
journey* I purchased it from a soap 
works. It wa& one in which they had 
received grease from Cliina, and the 
odor of that-grease, although now un- 
noticed outside of the barrel, is awful 
inside and did not by any means add 
to the pleasure of the trip. 


'•I can't just say tonight what my 


plans will be, but you can rest assured 
that this is my last barrel trip. In a 
few weeks probably I will give an ex- 
hibition that will be more sensational 
than any on record at Niagara." 


This Is Graham's fifth trip through 


the rapids. Others who have attempt- 
ed to navigate the rapids are Captain 
Matthew Webb," the famous English 
swimmer, who lost his life in the rapids 
ia attempting to swim them on July 24, 
1883; E. W. Flack of Syracuse, who lost 
h5s life in attempting to go through the 
rapids i- an open boat, on July 4, 1S88;

ECLMl Opportunities Im Drawing In 
tu« Biff G»vernment Raffle— Flrit 
Nam* Has Flr»t Choice— Caca Get* 
One Haudre* aa£ Sixty Aerea> 
Laud office officials expect that be- 


fore July 26, which is the last day of 
registration, more than 10,000 men and 
women will have arrived at Lawton 
and £1 Reno and compiled with tbe 
preliminaries that will give them a 
chance in the great government lottery 
for the hundreds of thousands of fer- 
tile acres to be thrown open free to set- 
tlers in this district, says a dispatch 
from Wichita, Kan., to the New York 
World. Already more than 5,000 men 
and women have registered. 


There can be no "sooners" under tbe 


government's new plan. The old time 
picturesque and dangerous rushes are 
done away with. It will not be tha 
man and woman with the fastest horse 
or the greatest endurance who wins, 
but the one with tb» greatest amount 
of luck. Every person will hav$ an 
equal chance with every other person. 
The scheme, as provided in the official 
proclamation of Commissioner Herr- 
mann, is simple and seems to be fair. 


Offices have been opened fit El Reno 


and at Lawton for the registration of 
the names of Intending settlers. The 
registration began on July 10. July 20 
will be the last day. This is the plan: 
The intending settler goes either to El 
Reno or to Lawton and makes appli- 
cation for registration. He Is obliged 
to give proof of bis qualifications for 
an entry man— that it, he must be an 
American citizen and have no disquali- 
fying record., sncb as a conviction and 
sentence for crime without pardon. 


The clerk at the land office tabes the 


applicant's name, address and other 
personal statistics that will identify 
him should he be successful. He Is 
compelled to state whether be wants to 
settle in the El ,Reno or the Lawton 
district Then he gets a- certificate of 
registration that allows him to enter 
the land to be thrown, open and look 
around. No Sling of claims, no driv- 
ing of stakes or anything of the kind 
Is allowed. He can merely look. After 
he has picked oat the locations he likes 
and fixed them in his mind be must sit 
down and wait until July 29. 


The drawing will take place at El 


Reno on that date. Three men, not 
yet named, will be selected to do the 
drawing. Naturally they will be men 
of the best reputation and of proved 
honesty. If there are 10,000 applicants 
registered, 10,000 blank envelopes will 
be provided. The name of an appli- 
cant will be placed in each envelope, 
and each envelope will be sealed. There 
will be no marks to identify any en- 
velope. The whole mass of envelopes 
will be shaken up In a &nltable4>gx, 
and the drawers will draw out as many 
envelopes as there are sections of land 
to be allotted. The first name, out will 
be No. 1 on the list of lucky ones. 


There will be two lots of envelopes, 


one for the El Reno district and one for 
the Lawton district The lists will be 
made up under these headings. The 
drawing must be completed by Aug. 6. 
On Aug. 7 the first 125 lucky ones will 
be allowed to make their claims. The 
man who la first out of tbe box will 
have the entire territory to choose 
from. After he has chosen be pays tbe 
fee, makes the customary filing proofs 
and takes bis claim, decently and in 
order. 


If a clajm next the man who has No. 


100, for instance, is taken, be must 
keep on choosing until be gets a sec- 
tion that no one else has filed on. Each 
successful settler is entitled to 160 
acres of land. Only 125 men can file 
each day. If a man has No. 127, be 
must come on tbe second day, or Aug. 
8, and so on, until tbe list of available 
claims Is exhausted. The envelopes 
that remain in the box will be destroy- 
ed, and the unlucky ones must wait un- 
til another reservation Is opened before 
they can try again. 


After CO days from the drawing, If 


there is any land that has not been en- 
tered and filed on by persons who have 
a claim to It through success in the lot- 
tery, that land can be entered and set- 
tled In tbe usual way under the ordi- 
nary regulations of the land office. The 
persons who are waiting to see what 
their luck will be art mostly farmers 
who have had poor success in other 
parts of the west, although a good 
many men from the east are here. 


The scheme has never been tried before 


in the United States. There are some 
of the settlers who are n little puzzled 
by some of the provisions of 'the procla- 
mation, but It is not expected there will 
be any trouble of any kind. A company 
of United States soldiers is at El Reno 
to preserve order should there be any 
outbreak, ....... ,. . , . . .

ITUfr and 
entittetf "A Prospect ofibr CSaltogsa, JU 
Cambridge. to R«w England.* This 
picture siWa the Harvard quadrangle 
aa It then existed, bounded by Har- 
vard, Btougbton And Massachusetts 
halls, with an antique four horse coach 
in the foreground and » fioggestion ot 
open country beyond the tbrea rather 
bare loofcing buildings. It is thfe first 
Harvard hall which id obown tn this 
engraving, built In 1762 to/' succeed the 
"old collage," than a ruia on account of 
its poot construction. This original 
Harvard, which was bunted in 1764 
and replaced by the present venerable 
building two years later, stood just to 
the left of the main entrance of the 
yard. In ifdO a new "college," as the 
early buildings were called, was given 
by(LieutenaQtGoveraor William Stough- 
ton and received his came. This first 
Stougbton hall stood at right angles to 
Harvard, facing the entrance. It was 
torn down in 1780, being in a ruinous 
state, and. a new site was selected for 
the present Stougbton, which was built 
in 1805 at a cost of about $24,000, the 
greatest part of the money being secur- 
ed by a public lottery authorized by the 
state. The last of the three buildings, 
forming the third side of the little 
quadrangle, was Massachusetts hall, 
which still stands as the oldest build- 
Ing in the yard. Completed in 1720, it 
was already an old building when Gen- 
eral Washington's soldiers used it for 
barracks during the siege of Boston, 
but its outside appearance remains 
practically unchanged to this day. In 
the beginning it was intended as a 
dormitory, but it now contains only 
lecture rooms. 


The burning of the first Harvard hall 


resulted in the loss of the college libra- 
ry and apparatus, but since the legisla- 
ture was holding its session there at the 
time the province appropriated the 
money necessary to replace the build- 
ing, while private generosity was so 
stirred that a new library and new ap- 
paratus were soon provided to take the 
place of the old. 


Again, after the occupation of 'the 


buildings by the Continental troops the 
general court saw tryf that the college 
did not suffer for its ^vnerosity, and a 
bill for repairs amounting to nearly 
£50, a considerable sum in those days, 
was promptly paid. 


It is Interesting to note that in con- 


nection with this early picture of the 
college yard and its three modest build- 
ings there may be also seen at the Buf- 
falo exposition photo'graphs of many 
millions of' dollars' worth of Harvard 
buildings devoted to educational uses, 
Including not only the 23 in the yard it- 
self, but many others in Cambridge, In 
Boston and even as far away as Aro- 
cjuipa, Peru, where the observatory has 
established its permanent southern sta- 
tion.

Harvard'! Senior Alumni From Coin- 


tort Star, 1047, to Present Day. 


A somewhat uausual boaor roll has 


recently been completed at Harvard 
university comprising tbe "senior alum- 
ni" of the college from 1711 to tbe pres- 
ent day. Although commonly referred 
to as tbe "oldest living graduate," the 
senior alumnus ranks not by age, but 
by date of graduation, and may or may 
not be tbe oldest person -living who has 
received the Harvard A. B. 


Tbe record which has Just been pre- 


pared begins with Comfort Star of tbe 
class of KMT, 60 years before any other 
American college bad been founded, 
who died In England iu 1711, and ends 
with Joseph W. Cross of the class of 
1828, who is still living. The list in- 
cludes altogether 68 names, making an 
average of almost exactly three years 
for tbe two centuries which, roughly 
speaking, the record comprises. Thom- 
as Cheever of the class of 1677 held the 
position longest, succeeding Samuel 
Andrew of tbe class of 1C75, whose 
death occurred in January, 173S, ant! 
himself dying iu December, 1749, tlie 
interval between tbe two deaths being 
a day or two over 11 years and 11 
months. Oxenbrldge Thacber of the 
class of 1698 survived his predecessor, 
Salmon Treat of tbe class of 1694, by 
a little over ten years. On the other 
band, Benjamin Willis of tbe class of 
1740 
outlived his classmate, Samuel 


Hale, by just three days, the former 
dying July 13 and the latter July 10. 
1807. The class of 1817 furnished no 
less tban three senior alumni—William 
W. Allen, Samuel E. Seweli and George 
Bancroft, the historian. 


Tbe senior alumnus of 1800 graduat- 


ed in 1728, and bis successor in 1000 
graduated in.1828, each of them, thnt 
is, 72 years out of college. Another fact 
of interest is that only four of tbe sen- 
ior alumni have been centenarians— 
Erward A. Holyoke, class of 1740, 100 
years 7 months; Samuel S. Blowers, 
class of 17S3,100 years 7 months; Ezra 
Green, class of 1765,100 years 1 month, 
nnd Timothy Farrar, class of 1767, 101 
years 7 months.

Elizabeth built 
the Octagon library, which she is still 
said to baant and where she was fre- 
qnrntly seen, it is said, last year.—Lon- 
don Chronicle. 


Tea and Typltold. 


The Japanese are wonderfully cleanly. 


When they come in from the fields, tbeir 
first attention is to a bath, prepared for 
them iu big tanks near their shanties. 
They are not particularly modest about 
sufficient attire, and with hardly any- 
thing but a towel to conceal tbeir naked- 
ness they rush for the baths, which they 
Insist must be of warm water. But they 
»re remarkably susceptible to typhoid fe- 
ver, due chiefly to their own reckless hab- 
its. 
I never saw a Chinaman in the is- 


lands IU with typhoid. That is because 
they rarely drink water, always prefer- 
ring tea, which, of course, is made of 
boiled water. Especially after the heavy 
rains the Japanese suffer severely from 
typhoid. On our plantations tbe deaths 
were often as many as four or five a 
week.—A Hawaiian Physician in Wash- 
ington Post. 


CONVUUSION& 


A»» Her* Serious For 
Thu For CVtUr«M. 


Tbe eight of a person in convulsions ii 


terrifying, but in the great majority of 
cases the sufferer iitHu to immediate dan- 
ger. Whether or not tbe c»jvulsion fore- 
shadows a serious eiidiag depends upon 
a variety' of causes. As a rule, convul- 
sions are more serious ia adulj^ than ia 
children, especially very yaung Biildren. 


Two things are necessary for the occur- 


rence of convfilgions^-firat, an unstable 
condition of the nervous system—the pro- 
disposing cause—and, secondly, some ex- 
citing cause suflicient to disorder the 
weakened nerve centers. Tbe instability 
of the nervous system is more pronounced 
iu children thau in adults and seems of- 
ten, to be hereditary, the members of cer- 
tain families being more prcne to fits 
than others. 


Certain chronic diseases of nutrition, 


such as rickets, are BBsaeaUed with an 
irritability of the brain saA spinal cord, 
nnd convulsions ore peculiarly frequcut 
in children suffering from such diseases. 


Convulsions in children are very com- 


mon nt the onset of one of the acute fe- 
vors, snch as" scarlatina or measlei. At 
that time the convulsions have no special 
significance, but when occurring later 
during an attack of scarlet fever they 
may point to the existence of a kidney 
disease. In whooping cough convulsions 
are sometimes produced in consequence 
of deficient arratioa of tbe blood, owing 
to a partial collapse of the lungs. 


In children convulsions are perhaps 


most commonly the result of some disor- 
der of the digestive tract, caused by th« 
presence of indigestible material in the 
Btomiich or bowels, or of intestinal 
worms. 


Inflammation of tbe ear is another com- 


mon exciting cause of convulsions, but 
teething, which is blamed for BO many 
fits, very seldom causes convulsions un- 
less the eruption of tbe teeth is exceed- 
ingly difficult and painful. 


In children, as in adults, convnlsioni 


may be due to hysteria or to epilepsy. 
They may be caused by a great shock to 
the nervous system, such as a severe 
fright. 
Meningitis or a tumor of the 


brain may also cause them, both in chil- 
drem and in adults.' 


Whatever the cause, it will be safe to 


put a child with convulsions into a not 
too hot bath—say et a temperature of 
about 03 or 97 degrees. 


Nerve sedatives are usually prescribed 


In the hope of preventing a second con- 
vulsion, but tlie cause, if discoverable, 
must of coarse be removed.—Youth's 
Companion. 


CHINESE PERSISTENCY. 


TThy a United State* ConvttI at Can- 


ioa Bought Sncar Tonya. 


The Chinese servant is a very good one, 


as a rule, but he has his own ideas of 
things and is very persistent in urging 
his opinions upoa his employer. A for- 
mer United States consul at Canton tells 
the New Tork Sun a bit ot experience 
bearing upon this point. 


When I first employed my head boy, 


Wong, Bays Mr. S., he said, "Master 
have no got sugar tongs." 


I merely remarked that I didn't care 


for sugar tongs. 


It is the custom at Canton when one 


is invited out to dinner to take one's own 
servant along to assist at the table. Soon 
after Wong's advent I went to dine with 
the British consul and took the boy with 
me. The next morning when. Wong was 
serving my breakfast he said:

"Yes," I replied, "it was a fine dinner."

General Funstcn give* full 
crtdlt to Lieutenant J. D. Taylor of the 
Twenty-fourth infantry for having se- 
cured the information aa to Agulnel- 
do's whereabouts from a native who 
had messages from the Filipino leader 
to Insurgent officers and Bays that these 
letters suggested to him the plan for 
the capture of Agulnaldo which was 
afterward successfully carried out. 


The details of the voyage from Ma- 


nila to Casiguran bay, of the landing of 
the party aud the march to Patanan. 
have already been published. Of Lieu-. 
tenant Colonel Flacido and the Span- 
iard Segovia, who were with the par- 
ty, General Funston says: 


"Although Placido was the supposed 


commanding officer of the detachment, 
the man on whom I most depended to 
hoodwink the vice president and other 
people of Coslguran was the energetic 
and versatile Spaniard Segovia. 'From 
time to time I sent for him and sur- 
reptitiously gave him instructions re- 
garding what I wished done. He was 
a man of courage and resources, and 
bts knowledge of the Filipinos and of. 
tbe Tagalo dialect made his services 
Indispensable. While Placido was ab- 
solutely loyal to us he did not have 
the ingenuity and resource of Segovia." 


Of what occurred after the arrival1' 


at Patanan General Funston says: 


"Aguinaldo, with bis officers, had 


awaited us in his quarters. Placido 
entered the house to report their arriv- 
al, and after a short conversation Se- 
govia stepped outside tbe house and 
ordered tbe Maccabebes, who bad Just 
come up from the river bank, to open 
fire on the insurgents, who were stand- 
ing in line at a distance of 50 yards. 
Tbe Maccabebes were so excited and 
nervous that thefr fire was very Inef- 
fective. But two of the insurgents were 
killed, the remainder in their flight 
throwing away IS rifles and 1,000 
rounds of ammunition. As soon as Se- 
govia bad given the order he ran back 
into the house and opened fire on the 
onlcere surrounding Aguinaldo. He 
wounded Villa and Alhambra. The lat- 
ter Jumped out of the house into the 
river and was not seen again. Villa, 
on beiag wounded, surrendered, as did 
also Santiago Barcelona, Aguinaldo's 
treasurer. The live remaining officers 
escaped from the house and swam the 
river. Placido seized Aguinaldo and 
told him that he was a prisoner of the 
Americans. At this juncture the Amer- 
icans arrived."

WILBUR'S CASE IN COURT 


Held This Morning For Grand Jury on 


Very Serious Charge 


The case of Fred Wilbur of Clarks- 


burg, which was spoken of In this 


per yesterday, came up in court 


this morning. It will be recalled that 
Vvllbur broke into the house of Miss 
Karris, an unmarried woman living 
alone In Clarksburg, last March, and 
was driven •frtwn the house by Miss 
Harris with an ax. The Clarksburg 
authorities caused Wilbur's arrest on 
the charge of breaking and entering 
with intent to commit assault, and h* 
was held for the grand jury and in- 
dicted. When the case eajne up for 
trial Chief Dineen called the attention 
of the judge to the fact that the man 
should have been Indicted for a more 
serious offense, ns it was very evident- 
ly his Intention to commltt rape. The 
Judge on learning these facts ordered 
the case returned to the local courtan<! 
this morning Wilbur was held'on the 
charge of breaking and entering with 
intent to commit a felony. He was 
held for the January grand Jury In 
$^000 bonds, and in defaut of sureties 
was taken back to jail. 


VViibur is a desperate man and had 


broken into Miss Harris house once 
on t-vvlce before this time. It ig a case 
that 
demands rigorous 
treatment. 


The evidence against him is clear, and 
the chances are that he will receivs 
a sentence next January -nhich will b= 
proportioned to the 
heinousness of 


the crime which he contemplated. As 
this could not have been given under 
the recent indictment it is a fortunate 
thing for the community that the de- 
fect was discovered and that the cass 
was sent back to the local court to be 
started right. 


The authorities here were surprised 


that the'grand jury with the evidence 
before it did not indict him for the 
more serious offense, as the grand 
jury has the power to indict for any 
offense shown by the evidence, retrarrl- 
less of the charge preferred and this 
i' frequently done.
